ADVANTAGE OF A STATE LAW BEING TAKEN 


Full Text of the New Law and How the Graft Was Rushed Through 


Before the People Could Protest.

A uiong the. few who understood tbe 
nature of the measure there was in- 
tense dissatisfaction, with the rest of 
the community in an inquiring mood, 
wondering what it means. 
Tbe law 


was passed at the close of the last ses- 
sion of tbe legislature and not a half 
dozen people of Coshocton knew the 
provisions of the measure. It has not 
yet been printed in tbe usual form. 
but one copy of the advance sheet was 
in the auditor's office. 
It was while 


the public was ignorant of the matter 
that less than a half dozen men set 
about to take avantage of the law and 
work a gigantic graft am get the 
whole deal signed.sealed and delivered 
*>efore the public could enter a pro- 
t«-tt. 


Briefly stated, the provision of the 


law is for a board of review to p*ss 
upon the work of the assessors in the 
city of Cosbocton. Heretofore this 
has been done for the whole county 
by the commissioners and auditor. 
Tbe length of time required to do the 
reviewing for the whole county has 
usually been about six days, at an ex- 
pense "of about *luO or less. Under

GR*VEOF PREHISTORIC BEINGS 


Charred Wood and Shells Fond m aa Ele- 


vation Built on The Hillside With 


Soil From The Valley. 


Last Saturday Mr. Newton Speck- 


ma u and sou ilervy. Mr. Sliaw.loruit-r 
superintendent of schools at RuB4»»e, 
and Mr. Bryant, of the high school 
faculty, opened <i prehistoric mound 
up tbe Walhunding valley on the hill- 
side farm occupied by John Bowers. 
The mound is situated on a high 


ndsfe from which a must charming ex- 
pan.->e of \\~alhonding vall?y may b* 
seen. Cultivation in recent years has 
considerably reduced the elevation of 
the mo^nd. It is now about 35 feet in 
diameter and nearly three feet high. 
Tbe character of the suil composing 
it is such that there is no doubt but 
that this soil was ootained from tbe 
valley lands below. 
Indeed, vanou-. 


bits of shell net vet decomposed, and 
halves of mussel shells are conclusive 
proof of this statement. 
Trenches 


were dutr at right axgles running 
through the mound, then various 
•>ma!l trenches.thus making possible a 
thorough examination. 
During the 


excavation several flint arrow beads 
were iound. also a quantity of char- 
coal and charred human bones. Tbis 
would indicate a sort of funeral pile. 
I'arus of a skull, a femur bune, the hu- 
merus. and a well preserved tioia and 
fibula were also found. From the po- 
sition of these parts of skeletons it 
was thought that tbere^ were at least 
two bodies buried in the mound with- 
ou'. any regard to the cardinal points. 
Xo ceremonials or ornaments were 
unearthed, and in this respect the 
search proved rather disappointing. 
It is interesting to note that Vl'ar- 


ren King Moorehead, who had charge 
of numerous explorations along the 
Muskmgum, Sciota, and Ohio valleys, 
mentions a number of these hill top 
tumili and states that in them uo rel- 
ics were found save a few arrow heads 
and decayed bones. 


The bones, [lints and shells will be 


preserved at the high school building. 
It i:. hoped that in tbe future similar 
relics of tbis unknown prehistoric 
race may be obtained and left with the 
high school authorities and thus aid 
in founding a museum of local histor- 
ic interest.

Representative 
Dalzel! of Pennsylvania calls attention 
to the fact that the German iron aaci 
steel business !s conducted npon much 
tae same lines as is the sugar business 
of tiiat country, with a system of pro- 
tection which encourages exports and 
impyses bunlens upon the domestic 
consumers. It is regarded as n->t itn- 
prol'abie tbat if Great Britain, whether 
for one cause or nn-jtlier. esters cpon a 
system of protective duties or taxes 
wsk-h operate ss protective stimulants 
to her domestic Industries that fact 
would be an entering weuge to break 
down the long established system of 
fr^e trade in the kingdom, which has 
felt tbe influence of opposition during 
the past few rears. 


It i=. however, a notable fact in in- 


ternational economics that nnder any 
stress of circumstances Great Britain 
finds it desirable to restore even a sem- 
blance of the <*orn laws after the long 
and uninterrupted season of free trade 
in the kingdom. Such fact cannot but 
engage tbe thoughtful consideration of 
public men everywhere. The whole 
tendency of such a violent cSiange 
won!d be to cause a readjustment of

The de- 
bate on the bill has been in progress 
over seven weeks, all amendments 
offered by tne minority being rejected. 
The Nicaragua canal bi'l then was

The 
Philippine 
bill, 
as 


parsed by the senate approves the 
action of the president in creating 
Philippine commission and the offices 
of civil governor and vice governor of 
the islands, and authorizes the gov- 
ernor and vice governor to exercise 
the powers of government as directed 
by executive order. Future appoint- 
ments of the governor or vice gov- 
ernor shall l»e made by the president 
with the advice and consent of the 
senate. 
The "bill of rights" of the 


L'nlted States constitution are applied 
to the Philippine islands with the ex- 
ception of the right to bear arms and 
the right to urlal by jury. 


The action ot" the president of the 


United, States in levying and collect- 
ing taxes is approved. All the inhab- 
itants of the Philippine islands are 
deemed to be citizens of the Philip- 
pine islands and entitled to the pro- 
tection of the United States. When 
the insurrection in the islands shall 
hare been subdued a careful census of 
the islands shall be taken, and after 
such census the governor of the is- 
lands: shall make a full report to the 
president and. make recommendations 
as to future government. The com- 
mission is authorized to establish civil 
governments far and as fast as the 
communities are capable and fit for 
the same, the Philippine commission 
being authorized to determine the 
qualifications of the electors. The 
president is authorized to regulate the 
commercial intercourse witii the arch- 
ipelago in the interest of the general 
-welfare. The government of the Phil- 
ippines is authorized to provide for 
the needs or" commerce by improving 
harbors and navigable waters, provid- 
ing warehouses, lighthouses, signal 
stations, etc. Xo corporation shall be 
authorized to engage in agriculture 
unless provision shall have been, made 
therefor. 
The government of the 


Philippine islands is authorized to ac- 
quire and convey title t» real and per- 
sonal property and to acquire real es- 
tate for pubuc uses by the right of 
eminent domain. The Philippine com- 
mission Is authorized to acquire the 
Friar lands and is empowered to 10*ue 
bonds to pay for them. These lands 
once acquired, shall be a part of the 
domain of the United States and may 
be disposed of as such1. Upon the su- 
preme court of the United States Is 
conferred the right to review the da- . 
cisions of the supreme court of the 
Philippines.
